Washington—W)—Standing before 


the congress of the United States, 
President Hoover marked today the 
200th anniversary of George Wash- 
ington's birth by pronouncing him 
the chief contributor to the nation's 
greatness. . 


"The true eulogy of Washington," 


he said "is this mighty nation." 


The chief 
executive's words—de- 


livered before a joint session of the 
senate and house—Initiated formally 
the bicentennial celebration of the 
first president's birth, which will ex- 
lend over the next nine months. 


The occasion marked Mr. Hoo- 


ver's first appearance before a joint 
session. 


Turning- completely from present- 


day problems, the president traced 
the course of the Country's growth 
over the past two centuries and call- 
ed for a renewal of the inspiration 
of Washington. 


"Proudly," he said1, "we report to 


our forefathers that the- republic Is 
more secure, more constant, 
more 


powerful, more truly great than at 
any other time in its history." 


He 
expressed 
impatience, with 


those who undertake what he called 
"the 
irrational 
humanizing" • of 


Washington. 
There is no need, the 


president said, to look beneath "his 
unique qualities of greatness" and 
great accomplishmerits. 


Washington's Problems . 


"We need not attempt at canoniza- 


iion of George 
Washington," he 


said. "We know he was human, sub- 
ject to the discouragements and per- 
plexities that come to us all. We 
Know that he had moments of deep- 
fist anxiety. We know of his suffer- 
ings, and the sacrifices and anguish 
that came to him. We know of his 
resentment of 
injustice and mis- 


representation. 
And1 yet we know 


lie never lost faith in our people." 


Throughout his address the presi- 


dent paid Washington tribute as a 
founder of liberty, of a unique gov- 
ernment and of a system of national 
life. 


Defining this system as it appears 


today, he asserted it "embraces a 
system of relationships to other na- 
tions based upon no thought of Im- 
perialism, no desire to dominate; a

Shiocton and Bear Creek, following 
completion of the work in these ilve 
places another series of treatment 
clinics will be arranged for another 
section of the county.

vention treatment so that the clinics 
in each of the five places •will open 
on a certain date and be repeated at 
weekly Intervals for three weeks un- 
til all the children have received the 
three treatments.

corporations In the railroad 
field 


which are reporting brisk and rapid- 
ly growing activity since Feb. 1. 


They are the new railroad credit 


corporation and the new reconstruc- 
tion finance corporation. Together 
they have received applications lor 
loans from 
carriers 
aggregating 


more than $75,000,000 and more ap- 
plications are in prospect. 
Two 


carriers alone have been mentioned 
as prospective seekers for $100,000,- 
000 each. 
They are tlie Pennsyl- 


vania and the N,ew Tork Central 
railroads. 


The railroad credit corporation 


was set UP by. the railroads them- 
selves on I. C. C. recommendation. 
They are pooling revenues to be de- 
rived this year from inci eases in 
freight rate schedules from which 
they will loan money to carriers 
which will need a helping hand to 
meet loan maturities. 


This pool, it was orjginally esti- 


mated, would approximate $125,000,- 
000 for the year, but revised figures 
recently have been handed down 
which place the 
anticipated 
sur- 


charge Income at $80,000,000. 
The 


carriers stat* that the earlieV figure 
was based on 1931 freight traffic. So 
far In 1932, traffic has been about 
20 per cent lower for the correspond- 
ing period of one year ago. 


The railroad credit corporation Is 


understood to have approved mak- 
ing advances to a dozen carriers. Ap- 
plications from about 15 more are 
said to be on file. 


The reconstruction finance cor- 


poration, which has just begun to 
get into Its stride, has greater lee- 
way and much larger resources than 
its privately sponsored companion. 
This corporation can loan $100,000,- 
000 as easily as the smaller corpora- 
tion ran tap the till for $1,000,000. 
A number of railroads, which are 
able to rustle up the 
necessary 


money to take care of their immedi- 
ate debt maturities, have turned to 
the larger corporation for aid in fi- 
nancing new construction and other 
activities. Pennsylvania railroad, it 
has been announced plans to ask 
the corporation for a total of $100,- 
000 in weekly advances, m order that

One of his first 
visits after he was elected president 
of the unrecognized "Irish repub- 
lic" was marked by the utmost sec- 
recy.

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THE ADVICE OF WASHINGTON 


When the Continental Congress 


vested Washington "with full, ample 
and complete powers" to raise and 
equip an' army, he faced a condition 
of great difficulty. 
There were 13 


separate governments. And however 
much imbued they were with the ne- 
cessity of cohesion -there was division 
and strife, jealous and petty envy. 


Washington took an early and firm 


stand for a regular army. He did not 
under-estimate the dangers ahead, but 
he did not have his way. Congress 
thought that a revolving army was a 
good democratip idea, men to turn out 
for three months and then go home for 
a year, to be replaced by other simi- 
lar recruits. Washington wrote: 


"Our situation is truly 'distressing. 


The militia, Instead of calling 
forth 


their utmost efforts to a brave and man- 
ly opposition, are dismayed, Intractable 
and impatient to return. Great num- 
bers of them have gone off, In some 
Instances almost by whole regiments." 
Again Washington wrote tb con- 


gress that "no dependence could be 
put in a militia or other troops than 
those enlisted and embodied for a long- 
er period than our regulations hereto- 
fore have prescribed; our liberties 
must of necessity be greatly hazarded, 
if not entirely lost, if their defense 
is left to any but a permanent stand- 
ing army." 


* Sadly must it be written that the 
lives of thousands of men had to be 
snuffed out, many battles and much 
territory lost, before the wisdom of 
Washington was enacted into- law by 
congress. 
-j 


Yet Washington made no other com- 


plaint. He took no part in politics. 
He attempted to exercise no influence. 
He was a soldier, and like a soldier, 
he did the best he could with the in- 
struments that 
were given to his 


hands. 


He lost at first because he was to 


overcome that "Americanism" that 
even appeared as late as 1917 in the 
statement that in case of danger to 
America "a million men will spring to' 
arms." And he answered it by say- 
ing that "the Americans possess as 
much natural bravery as any people 
upon earth, but habit must form the 
soldier." He knew it took a year to 
make a soldier and two to make a good 
one. 


* * * 


As the war went on, as defeat came 


and retreat was necessary, ardor and 
enthusiasm faded away—but not with 
the leader. 


. Concerning the defeat at Camden, it 


• was written : 


"The militia excepting one North Car- 


olina regiment commanded on the oc- 
casion by Colonel DIckson of the regu- 
ulars, gave way on the first fire and 
fled with the utmost precipitation. The 
regulars and the regiment just men- 
tioned bravely stood and pushed bayo- 
nets to the last. By the desertion of the 
militia the enemy was able to turn the 
left of the standing troops and to bend 
their whole force against them." 
Of this occasion General Lee wrote 


to congress: 


"Convinced as I am that a govern- 


ment Is the murderer of its citizens 
which sends them to the field unin- 
formed and untaught, where they are to 
meet men of the same age and strength, 
mechanized by education and discipline 
for battle, I cannot withhold my denun- 
ciation of its wickedness and folly." 
After five years of the war Wash- 


ington wrote to the President of con- 
gress : 


"Had we formed a permanent army 


In. the beginning, which, by the continu- 
ance of the> same men in service, had 
been capable of discipline, we never 
should have had to retreat with a hand- 
ful of men across tho Delaware in 1776, 


, trembling for the fate of 
America, 


i which nothing but the infatuation of 
i the enemy could have saved; we should 
' not have remained all the succeeding 


winter at their mercy, with sometimes 
scarcely a sufficient body of men. to 
mount the ordinary guards, liable at 
every moment to be dissipated, If they 
had only thought proper to march 
against us; we should not have been un- 
der the necessity of fighting Brandy- 


, wine, with an unequal number of raw 


troops, and afterwards of seeing Phila- 
delphia fall a prey to a victorious army; 
T\e ."should not have boon at 
Valley 


Forjjc -uith Icrs than half the force of 
the enemy, destitute of everything jn a 
Bkuotlcm neither to resist nor to retire, 
•w* •hould not have seen New Tork left 
*1th a handful of men, ycl an over- 
match for th» main army of thes« 
•t*t*a, while the principal part of their 


force was detached for the reduction 
of two of them; we sttould not have 
found ourselves this spring so weak as 
to be Insulted by 5,000 men, unable to 
protect our baggage and magazines 
their security 
depending on a good 


countenance and & want of enterprise 
In the. enemy; we should not have been 
the greatest part of the war inferior 
to the enemy, indebted for our safety 
to their Inactivity, enduring frequently 
the mortification of seeing inviting op- 
portunities to ruin them pass unim- 
proved for want of a. force which the 
country was completely able to afford, 
and of seeing the country ravaged, our 
towns burnt, the inhabitants plundered, 
abused, murdered, with Impunity from 
the same cause." 
If the celebration of General Wash- 


ington's birth is to serve any bene- 
ficial purpose it may be gathered from 
the principles of which he wrote to 
General Gates: 


"Regular troops alone are equal to the 


exigencies of modern war, as well for 
defense as offense, and whenever a sub- 
stitute is attempted it must prove il- 
lusory and ruinous. No militia will 
ever acquire the habits necessary to re- 
sist a regular force. Even those near- 
est to the seat of war are only valuable • 
as light troops to be scattered in the 
woods and harass rather than do ser- 
ious injury to the enemy. 


"The firmness requisite for the real 
business of fighting Is only to be at- 
tained by a constant course of discipline 
and service. I have never yet been wit- • 
ness to a single Instance that 
can 


justify a different opinion, and it Is 
most earnestly to be wished that the 
liberties of America may no longer be 
trusted, In any material degree, to so 
precarious a dependence. 


"In my ideas of the true system of 
war at the southward, the object ought 
to be to have a good army rather than 
a large one." 
The 
real lesson that 
may be 


gained from Washington's military ca- 
reer, a lesson that must never be for- 
gotten, is t'hat warfare cannot be suc- 
cessfully conducted by bands and 
bunting, music and cheers, uniforms 
and guns, speeches and resolutions, 
but by long drawn out-and ceaseless 
training with suitable equipment. 


Washington is lost to us if we ever 


fail to have a "good army" of well 
trained and seasoned men. 


THE HOOVER CAMPAIGN 


The managers of the Hoover cam- 


paign are without much of a definite 
policy. 


A month ago they announced that 


the President's name would be sub- 
mitted to the people of such states as 
hold presidential_primaries this spring. 
Now they announce that the President 
will not enter the North Dakota pri- 
maries. 


Si 
Such a policy can only result from 


timidity or fear. 


The idea of having Hoover support- 


ers in North Dakota seek the selection 
of uninstructed delegates will not de- 
lude a single voter. Uninstructed del- 
egates mean Hoover delegates, but if 
the uninstructed delegates are defeat- 
ed, the Hoover managers seem to think 
that the President will have saved his 
face. 


The President will do much better, 


so long as he is a candidate in all of 
these United States, to enter every con- 
test openly and with banners flying. 


Defeat should he much more wel- 


come than even success in the manner 
outlined. 


Soft-pedaling, 
pussyfooting, gum- 


shoeing and all the other methods "of 
dark and devious ways should have 
nothing to do in the choice of a presi- 
dential candidate.

THE ANSWER TO CHINA 


China has followed Japan in replying to an 


Identical note from the United States relative to 
affairs in Manchuria. The ministry at Nanking 
declares that it has no intention of concluding 
any treaties with the cabinet at Toklo which 
would be violative of existing pacts, such as the 
Washington nine-power agreement providing 
equal treatment for all foreign nations. Japan 
also asserted the principle established would be 
respected, but added that changed circumstances 
might make advisable a new interpretation, of 
practices that were permlssable. 


The effect of the two answers Is to leave the 


situation in the territory north of the Great Wall 
unchanged, with a military occupation by the 
Japanese firmly maintained. As the advance of 
the mikado's soldiers was not acquiesced In by 
Nanking, the reply it gives to the. communication 
from Secretary Stimson is of an expected char- 
acter. Not only docs the incumbent central gov- 
ernment declare its intention to avoid infringing- 
on accords subscribed to; it denounces the ad- 
vance of the Japanese as an armed conquest 
contravening- the nine-power understanding and 
also the Kellogg-Briand anti-war pact. On that 
score the issue with Japan is joined after the 
same fashion that It was when the Manchurlan 
controversy began to develop in September 


What the United States had in mind In the 


Stimson statement, warning- against American 
acceptance of any Sino-Japanese treaties that 
might be negotiated by means contrary to codes 
already set up, was to complete a record that 
would permit no doubt concerning the American 
attitude. Just as the note did not necessarily re- 
quire a response Drom either Nanking or Toklo, 
so do their replies call for no further official ex- 
changes at present. This Is the course it is re- 
ported, that Washington will adopt. The future 
trend In Manchuria will determine whether It Is 
deemed advisable to re-emphasize tho- Stimson 
pronouncement.—Indianapolis News

Otherwise he is very 
well and sturdy . . . 


I think we may assure all 
the 


kind-hearted grandmas, 
Indulgent 


aunties and anxious mothers that 
the danger of a baby or child strain- 
ing his heart or otherwise Injuring 
himself in any such 
spontaneous 


play or activity is so remote that it 
is not worth thinking about. A heal- 
thy child should be fairly tired out 
at the end of the day. It is the un- 
happy child who comes to the end 
of his day without feeling 
at 
all 
tired. 


This weak heart complex 
which 


inspires much of the unwise pam- 
pering of children is cultivated chief- 
ly by self-made "child training- ex- 
perts" who, having no children to 
cramp their style, enter upon the 
pleasant and remunerati\-e work of 
telling those, who have 'em how to. 
control 'em, and by school teachers 
who, after a, period of column con- 
ducting, assume a masterly knowl- 
edge of hygiene, physiology, path- 
ology and therapeutics, much 
as 


mail-order vendors of physical cul- 
ture hokum become in time 
drug- 


less or cult healers. 


It is a sad Handicap to put upon 


any child, boy or girl, this 
weak 


heart Complex. Of course the moth- 
er, aunt or grandmother 
who as- 


sumes the child's heart is not strong 
would not knowingly rob the child 
of the happiness which good physi- 
cal and mental health assures, but 
she dees just that in too many in- 
stances. 


Here is an axiom which may seem 


arbitrary but is nevertheless scien- 
tifically and practically, sound: 
No 


one has a "weak" heart if he has no 
heart disease or other serious Ill- 
ness. If a child or an adult has 
a 


heart which is not strong enough 
for all ordinary or spontaneous or 
routine activities, including regular 
gymnasium or physical 
education 


classes in school, then that child or 
adult should be under proper medi- 
cal care and.control, ana only the 
opinion or advice of tho physician 
should warrant the evasion of any 
such ordinary activities 
in 
any 


case. 


Again, I can state without fear of 


competent contradiction, that 
no 


physician can detect "weakness" or 
"insufficient strength" in a heart by 
physical examination in the absence 
of heart or other serious disease. 
I might go further and say that the 
physician who ventures an opinion 
that a given heart is not as strong 
or capable as it should be, without 
first having measured the function- 
al capacity of the heart, Is just in- 
dulging in the game of 
guessing, 


like the coroner who pretends 
he 


can tell by "viewing tho 
remains" 


what the victim died of. 


For the peace and happiness of 


your children, parents, beware of 
cultivating- the weak heart complex. 
It handicaps the victim thruout life.

Believe Plan Would Release 


More Gold to Stir Up 


Business 


Washington—OP)—The G*lass-Stea- 


gall bill proposes to put America's 
unemployed gold back to work by 
making U. S. government 
bonds 


eligible for currency 
backing 
to 


make up tho deficiency of available 
business men's notes. 


It takes 40 per cent gold and 60 


per 
cent 
business men's vote to 


make Federal Reserve currency — 
the paper money generally used to- 
day. Due to the shortage of notes, 
the amount of gold employed in sup- 
porting th* em-r-eney actually is 
about 65 per cent against 35 per cent 
notes. 


The curreivy so supported now 


totals about ?:,TOO,000.000. compris- 
ing Jl.SOO.OOAnoo (05 per cent) 
in 


gold and ?9no.ooo,000 (35 per cent) 
in notes. 
There is also more than 


5400,000,000 in gold that is doing no 
work nt nil because of no demand 
for Its use. 


This supply of Idle or "free" gold, 


however, lately ha* been dwindling 
because of demands 
from 
abroad 


and because it has been used 
to 


back currency fully without the Rid 
of notes. In other words, gold has 
been performing much of the work 
that notes are supposed to perform. 


But instead 
of 
businefia 
men's 


notes, and supplementary to them. 
United 
States 
government bonds 


may be used to support the currency 
under provisions of th« new bJH. 


If there were sufficient business 


paper, the 
existing 
?2.700.000,000 


currency 
mieht be supported 
by 


about $1,000,000,000 (40 per cent) in 
gold, and $1,7PO 000,noo (60 per cent) 
in notes, instead of $1,500,000,000 (65 
per cent) in gold—freeing JSOO.OOO,- 
000 in gold—nnd $000,000,000 (35 per 
cent) notes. 


By 
adding 
po^emment 
bonds 


worth 51,000,000,000 in place of busi- 
ness men's notea, the gold Is freed 
in the same way, nnd may be used 
with more bonds or notes to issue 
more 
currency. 
Foreigners could 


withdraw all the sold held for them, 
and needed currency could be Issued 
without fear. 


The total U. S. supply of gold 


available for currency support to- 
tals about $2,200,000.000. If govern- 
ment bonds are ndded to the exist- 
ing $900.000,000 notes to the extent 
of 60 per cont, a total of $5,500,000,- 
000 in currency 
might be Issued. 


That is, $2,200,000,000 (40 per cent 
gold, plus $3,300.000,000 (60 per cent 
notes and bonds), equals $5,500 000 - 
000. 


It Is, however, extremely unlikely 


that 
f>o much currency would be 


needed, so the c;old not needed for 
currency can ha put in the "free- 
gold supply. 


The bill also makes it much easier 


'or banks to borrow from tho Feder- 
al Reserve system. 
Being able to 


borrow easily, they can lend more 
recly, and still be able to g«t money 
quickly to meet the demands of de-

"My little son went to school f pr the 
first two weeks and then, because a 
big boy knocked him down, and he 
waa brqlsed and scratched severely 
he refused to go back. "All' right," I 
said, "if you don't want to go to 
school you can go to bed and stay 
there." 


He would rather go to bed than 


face the rough playground. He feels 
safe in bed and he ia afraid of out- 
doors at school. He won't attempt to 
go to school unless 
we 
manage 


to get him to change his attitude 
toward it. Keeping him in bed isn't 
going to do that. It will relax his 
body and his mind, and teach him 
to retreat from trouble, but it won't 
make him face it. 


I think it is a mistake to send a 


child to bed for any purpose save 
sleep and rest. Going to bed ought 
never to b« a punishment. If a child 
gets to think that bed' is a place 
of punishment he. is not going, to 
like to go there at any time and then 
you are going to have a bad time 
every bedtime. 


Staying in bed is bad for children 


unless they are ill or in need of 
sleep. Bed is a. lonely place. 
The 


household activity goes 
on apart 


from it. Nobody stops to consider 
the one in bed except at meal time 
and that only In passing. If one is 
sent to bed for punishment and 
loneliness soon drives one to se«le 
comfort from oneself and that is 
dangerous. The sick child Is saved 
from that because he is attended by 
anxious friends, mother, and nurse 
and physician; The child under dis- 
cipline is left to his own resources 
and that I repeat with all .the em- 
phasis possible, is bad for him. 


Prolonged inactivity is cruel. A 


child Is the soul of action. It is his 
life. T0|deprive him of it for any 
length of time is to. do him great 
hurt. Aside from 'that serious as it 
must be, is the habit he gets by go- 
Ing to bed. Soon he will go to bed. 
of his own accord at every opportun- 
ity: when he is in bad .humor, when 
things- go against him, whenever he 
is at odds with his worfll. We don't 
want that. 
• • 


We have to teach a child . to 


stand up to life, not to retreat 
from it. Ws want him to fight 
against weakness, illness, and re- 
treat. Then we aertainly do not 
want him to get to making bed a re- 
fuge. He is to stay out of bed ex- 
cept "When* he needs to rest or to 
sleep 'or recover from illness. 


Dress children in overalls and 
sweaters and let them play. Deprive 
them of some privilege when they 
are behaving badly. Make the pun- 
ishment reasonable and keep it relat- 
ed to the offense, as far as you can. 
It is not the severity of the pun- 
Ishment that matters. It is the ef- 
fect. If you consider the effect of 
sending- a child to bed for long per- 
iods of the day you will soon see 
that it is a mistake.

Washington — Wisconsin farmers

to enable them to buy stock In agri- 
cultural credit corporations, declared 
Rep. William H. Stafford of Mil- 
waukee, while Rep. Gerald Bolleau 
of Wausau wanted to make it eas- 
ier for them to borrow under the 
bill just passed by congress. 


Rep. Stafford led the opposition to

The bill provides that a revolving

Rep. Boileau introduced an amend- 


ment, which was defeated, to strike 
out the provision that nobody could 
borrow if he has liabilities amount- 
ing to, more than half of his total 
assets.

me proper, especially as It may con- 
duce to a more distinct expression 
of the public voice, that I shall now 
apprise you of the resolution I have 
formed, to decline being considered

of those out of 


•whom" a choice is to be made. 


I beg you, at the same time, to d<j 


me the justice to be assured that 
this resolution has not been taken 
•without a strict regard 
to all the 


considerations appertaining to the 
relation which binds a'dutiful citizen 
to his country; 
and that in with- 


drawing the tender of service, which 
silence in ray situation might Imply, 
I am influenced by no dimunition of 
zeal for your future Interest, no de- 
ficiency of grateful respect for your 
past kindness, but am supported by 
a. full conviction 
that the step is 


compatible with both. 


The acceptance of, and continu- 


ance hitherto in, the office to which 
your suffrages have twice called 
me have been a uniform sacrifice of 
inclination to the opinion of duty 
and to' a. deference lor what appear- 
ed to be your desire. I constantly 
hoped that It would have been much 
earlier in my power, . consistently 
•with 
motives which I was not at 


liberty to disregard, 
to return to 


that retirement from which I had

work of your hands, may be sacred-

political fortress against which, the 
batteries of internal 
and external 


enemies will be most constantly and 
actively (though often covertly and 
insidiously) directed, it is of Infin- 
ite moment that you should properly 
estimate the Immense value of your 
national Union to your collective and 
individual happiness; that you should 
cherish a cordial, habitual, and Im- 
movable attachment to it; accustom- 
ing yqurselves to think and speak of 
it as of the palladium of your politi- 
cal safely and prosperity; watching 
for Its preservation 
with 
jealous 


anxiety; discountenancing. whatever 
may suggest even a suspicion that it 
can in, any event be abandoned; and 
Indignantly frowning up on the first 
dawning of every attempt to alien- 
ate any portion of our country from 
the rest, or to enfeeble the sacred 
ties which now link together the 
various parts. 


For this you have every induce- 


ment of sympathy 
and interest. 


Citizens by birth or choice, of a 
common country, that country has 
a right to concentrate your affec- 
tions. ' The name 
of 
American, 


which belongs to you in your na- 
tional capacity, must always exalt 
the just pride of patriotism more 
than any appellation derived from 
local discriminations. 
"With slight 


shades of difference, you have the 
same religion, manners, habits, and 
political principles. You have In a 
common cause fought and triumph- 
ed together; the independence and 
liberty you possess are the work of 
joint counsels, and joint efforts, of 
common dangers, 
sufferings, and 
successes. 


But these considerations, however 


powerfully i they address themselves 
to your sensibility, are greatly out- 
weighed by those which apply more 
immediately to your interest. Here 
every portion of our country finds 
the most commanding motives for 
carefully guarding and preserving 
the union of the whole. 


The North, In an unrestrained In- 


tercourse with the South, protected 
by the equal laws of a common gov- 
ernment, finds in the productions of 
the latter great additional resources 
of maritime and commercial enter- 
prise and precious 
materials 
of 


manufacturing Industry. The South, 
in the same Intercourse, benefiting 
by the agency of the North, sees its 
agriculture grow and Its commerce 
expand. Turning partly into Its own 
channels the seamen of the North, it 
finds its particular navigation In- 
vigorated; and, while it contributes, 
in different ways, to nourish and In- 


happy issue to the experiment. It Is 
well worth a fair and full experi- 
ment. With such powerful and obvi- 
ous motives, to union, affecting all 
parts of our country, while experi- 
ence shall not have demonstrated Its 
Impracticibility, there will always be 
reason to distrust the patriotism of 
those who In any quarter may en- 
deavor to weaken Its bands. 


In contemplating the causes which 


may disturb our Union, it occurs 
as matter of serious concern 
that 


any ground should have been, fur- 
nished for characterizing parties by 
geographical discriminations, North- 
ern and Southern, 
Atlantic 
and 


"Western; whence 
designing men 


may endeavor to excite a belief that 
there is a real difference of local In- 
terests and views. One of the expedi- 
ents of party to acquire influence 
within particular districts Is to mis- 
represent the opinions and aims of 
other districts. 
You cannot shield 


yourselves too much 
against the 


jealousies and heart-burnings which 
^spring from these 
misrepresenta- 


tions; they tend to render alien to 
each other those who ought to be 
bound together by 
fraternal affec- 


tion. The inhabitants of our "West- 
ern country have lately had a use- 
ful lesson on this head; they have 
seen, in the negotiation by the Exec- 
utive, and in the unanimous ratifi- 
cation by the Senate, of the treaty 
with Spain, and in the universal sat- 
isfaction at that event, throughout 
the United States, a decisive proof 
how unfounded were the suspicions 
propogated among them of a policy 
in the general government and In 
the Atlantic 
States unfriendly to 


their Interests In regard to the Mis- 
sissippi; they have been witnesses 
to the formation of two treaties, that 
with Great Britain 
and that with 


Spain, which secure to them every- 
thing they could desire, in respect to 
our foreign relations, towards con- 
firming their prosperity. Will It not 
be their wsidom to rely for the pres- 
ervation of these advantages on the 
Union by which they were procured? 
Will they not henceforth be deaf to 
those advisers, if such 
there are, 


who would sever them from their 
brethren and 
connect them with 


aliens? 


To the efficacy and permanency of 


your Unipn, a government for the 
whole is indispensable. No alliances, 
however strict, between 
the parts 


can be an adequate substitute; they 
must inevitably experience 
the in- 


fractions and interruptions which 
all alliances in all times have ex- 
perienced. Sensible of this momen- 
tous truth, you have Improved upon 
your first essay, by the adoption of 
a Constitution of government better 
calculated than your former for an 
Intimate union, and for the effica- 
cious management of your common 
concerns. This government, the off- 
spring of our own choice, uninflu- 
enced and unawed, adopted upon full 
Investigation and mature delibera- 
tion, completely free 
In its princi- 


ples, In the distribution of its pow- 
ers, uniting security 
with energy, 


and containing within Itself a provi- 
sion for Its own amendment, has a 
just claim to your 
confidence and 


your support. Respect for Its author- 
ity, compliance with its laws, ar> 


than a name, where the government 
is too feeble to withstand the enter- 
prises of faction, 
to confine each 


member of the society 
•within the 


limits prescribed by the laws, and to 
maintain all in the secure and tran- 
quil enjoyment of the rights of per- 
son and property. 


I have already 
intimated to you 


the danger of parties In the State, 
with particular 
reference 
to the 


founding of them on 
geographical 


discriminations. Let me now take a 
more comprehensive view, and warn 
you in the most 
solemn 
manner 


against the baneful effects of the 
spirit of party, generally. 


This spirit, unfortunately, Is Insep- 


arable from our nature, having Its 
root in the strongest passions of the 
human mind. It exists under differ- 
ent shap.es in all governments, more 
or less stifled, controlled, or repress- 
ed; but, In those 
of the 
popular 


form, it is seen in Its greatest rank- 
ness, and Is truly their worst enemy. 


The alternative domination of one 


faction over another, sharpened by 
the spirit of revenge, 
natural 
to 


party dissention, which In different 
ages and countries has 
perpetrated 


the most horrid enormities, is Itself 
a frightful dispotlsm. But this leads 
at length to a more formal and per- 
manent despotism. 
The disorders 


and miseries which result gradually 
incline the minds of men to seek se- 
curity and repose 
In the absolute 


power of an individual; and sooner 
or later the chief of some prevailing 
faction, more able or more fortunate 
than his competitors, turns this dis- 
position to the purposes of his own 
elevation, on the ruins of public lib- 
erty. 


Without looking: forward to an ex- 


tremity of this kind (which, never- 
theless, ought not to be entirely out 
of sight,) the common and continual 
mischiefs of the spirit of a party are 
sufficient to make it the interest and 
duty of a wise people to discourage 
and restrain It. 


It serves always 
to distract the 


public councils and enfeeble the pub- 
lic administration. It agitates the 
community with 
Ill-founded jeal- 


ousies and false alarms, kindles the 
animosity of one part against an- 
other, foments occasionally riot and 
insurrection. 
It opens the door to 


freign Influence 
and 
corruption, 


which find a facilitated access to the 
government itself through the chan- 
nels of party passions. Thus the pol- 
icy and the will of one country are 
subjected to the policy and will of 
another. 


There Is an opinion that parties In 


free countries are useful checks up- 
on the administration of the govern- 
ment and serve 
to keep alive the 


spirit of liberty. This within certain 
limits Is probably true; and in gov- 
ernments of a monarchlal cast, pa- 
triotism may look with Indulgence, 


government gives force 
to publ! 


opinion, it is essential 
that publl 


opinion should be enlightened. 


As a very important 
source 
o 
strength and. security, cherish pub- 
lic credit. One method of preservin 
it Is to use it as sparingly 
as pos 


sible; avoiding occasions of espens 
by cultivating peace,'but remember 
ins also that timely disbursement 
to prepare for danger 
frequentl 


prevent much greater disbursement 
to repel it, avoiding likewise the ac 
cumulation of debt, 
not only 
b 


shunning- occasions of expense, bu 
by vigorous 
exertion 
in time o 


peace to discharge the debts whic 
unavoidable wars may 
have occa 


sioned, not ungenerously throwin 
upon posterity the burden which w. 
ourselves ought to bear. The execu 
tion of these maxims belongs to you 
representatives, but it is necessarj 
that public opinion 
should cooper 


ate. 
To facilitate to them tho per 


formar.ee of thoir duty, it Is essen 
tial that you should practically bea 
in mind that towards the paymen 
of debts there must be revenue; tha 
to have revenue there must be tax 
es; that no taxes 
can 
be devised 


which are not more or less incon 
venient and unpleasant; that the in 
trinsic embarrassment, inseparabl* 
from the selection of the proper ob 
Jects (which is always 
a choice o 


difficulties,) ought to be a decisive 
motive for a candid construction o 
the conduct of the 
government in 


making it, and for 
a spirit of ac 


quiescence in 
the measures of ob 


taining revenue, which the publl 
exigencies may at any time dictate 


Observe good-faith and justice to- 


wards all nations: 
cultivate peac 


and harmony with all. Keligion am 
morality enjoin this 
conduct, and 


can it be that {rood policy does no 
equally enjoin it? It will be worthj 
of a free, enlightened, and, at no dls 
tant period, a great nation, to give 
to mandkind tho magnanimous am 
too novel example 
of a people al 


ways guided by an exalted justice 
and benevolence. 
Who can doub 


that, in the 
course 
of time anc 


things, the fruit 
of such 
a plan 


.crease the general mass of the na- 
tional navigation, It looks forward to 
the protection 
of 
maritime 


strength, to which itself Is unequal- 
ly adapted. The East, in a like in- 
tercourse with the West, 
already 


finds, and, In the progressive im- 
provement of interior communica- 
tions by land and water, 
will more 


and more find, a valuable vent for 
the commodities 
which it bring; 


from abroad, 
or manufactures a 


home. The "West derives from the 
East supplies requisite to its growth 
and comfort, and, what is perhaps o 
still greater consequence, It must o'f 
necessity owe the secure enjoyment 
of indispensable outlets for its own 
productions to the weight, influence 
and the future maritime strength of 
the Atlantic side of the Union, di 
reeled by an Indissoluble commun 
ity of interest as one nation. Any 
other tenure by which the West can 
hold this 
essential 
advantage 


whether derived from. Its own sepa- 
rate strength, 
or from an apostate 


and unnatural connection with any 
foreign power, must be intrinsically 
precarious. 


While, then, every 
part of our 


country thus feels an immediate and 
particular interruption 
of 
their 


peace by foreign nations; and, what 
Is of inestimable value, they must 
derive from 
union an exemption 


from those broils and wars between 
themselves, which so frequently af 
flict neighboring countries not tied 
together by the same governments, 
which their own rival ships alone 
would be sufficient to -produce, but 
which oppose foreign alliances, at- 
tachments, and intrigues would stim- 
ulate and embitter. Hence, likewise, 
they will avoid 
the necessity 
of 


those overgrown military establish- 
ments which, under any form of gov- 
ernment, are inauspicious to liberty, 
and which are to be regarded as par- 
ticularly hostile to republican liber- 
ty. In this sense it is that your un- 
ion ought to be considered as a main 
prop of your liberty, 
and that the 


love of the one ought 
to endear to 


you the preservation of the other. 


These considerations speak a per- 


suative language to every reflecting 
and virtuous mind, and exhibit the 
continuance of the Union as a pri- 
mary object of patriotic desire. Is 
there a doubt whether 
a common 


government can embrace so large a 
sphere? Let experience solve it. To 


one people, is also! listen to more speculation in such a; 


mm dear to jou. 
It is justify so, case were criminal. We arc author-! 


to hope that a proper organtea- 


quiescence In Its measures, are du- 
ties enjoined by the 
fundamental 


maxums of true liberty. The basis 
of our political systems is the right 
of the people to make and to alter 
their constitutions 
of government. 


But the Constitution which at any 
time exists, till changed by an ex- 
plicit and authentic act of the whole 
people, is sadredly 
obligatory upon 


all. The very idea of the power and 
the right of the people to establish 
government presupposes the duty of 
every individual to obey the estab- 
lished government. 


All obstructions to the execution 


of the laws, all 
combinations and 


associations, under whatever plau- 
sible character, with the real design 
to direct, control, 
counteract, or 


awe the regular deliberation and ac- 
tion of the constituted authorities, 
are destructive of this fundamental 
principle, and of fatal 
tendency. 


They serve to organize 
faction, to 


give it an artificial and extraordin- 
ary force; to put on, in the place of 
the delegated will of the nation, the 
will of a. party; often 
a small but 


artful and enterprising minority of 
the community; and, according to 
the alternate triumphs 
of different 


parties, to make the public adminis- 
tration the mirror of the ill-concert- 
ed and incongruous projects of fac- 
tion, rather than the organ of con- 
sistent and wholesome plans digest- 
ed by common counsels and modified 
by mutual Interests. 


However combinations or associa- 


tions of the above description may 
now and then answer popular ends, 
they are likely, 
in the course of 


time and things, 
to become potent 


engines by which 
cunning, ambi- 


tious, and unprincipled men will be 
enabled to subvert the power of the 
people and to usurp for themselves 
the reins of government, destroying 
afterward the 
very engines which 


have lifted them to unjust dominion. 


Towards the preservation of your 


government, and the permanency of 
your present 
happy state, 
it is 


requisite, not only that you steadily 
discountenance irregular oppositions 
to its acknowledged authority, but 
also that you resist 
with care the 


spirit of Innovation 
upon its prin- 


ciples, however specious 
the pre- 


texts. One method of assault may be 
to effect, In the forms of the Consti- 
tution, alterations 
which will Im- 


pair the energy of the system, and 
thus to undermine what cannot be 


If not with favor, up on the spirit of 
party. But In those 
of the popular 


character, In governments 
purely 
elective, it Is a spirit not to be en- 
couraged. From" their natural ten- 
dency. It is certain there will always 
be enough of that spirit for every 
salutary purpose. And 
there being 


constant danger of excess, the effort 
ought to be, by force of public opin- 
ion, 
to mitigate and assuage 
it. A 


fire not to be quenched, it demands 
a uniform vigilance to prevent its 
bursting Into a flame, lest, instead of 
warming, it should consume. 


It is Important, likewise, that the 


habits of thinking in a free country 
should inspire caution 
in those in- 


trusted with Its administration, to 
confine themselves within their re- 
spective 
constitutional 
spheres, 


avoiding In the exercise of the pow- 
ers of one department to encroach 
upon another. The 
spirit 
of en- 


croachment tends to consolidate the 
powers of all the departments into 
one, 
and thus to create, 
whatever 


the form of government, a real des- 
potism. A just estimate of that love 
of power, and proneness to abuse it 
which predominates in the human 
heart, is sufficient to satisfy us of 
the truth of this position. The neces- 
sity of reciprocal checks in the ex- 
ercise of political power, but divid- 
ing and distributing it into different 
depositories, and constituting each 
the guardian of 
the public 
weal 


against Invasions by the others, has 
been evinced by. experiments ancient 
and modern, some 
of them in our 


country and under our own eyes. To 
preserve them must be as necessary 
as to institute them. If in the opin- 
ion of the people, tho distribution or 
modification 
of tho constitutional 


powers be In any particular wrong-, 
let it be corrected by an amendment 
in the way which the 
Constitution 


designates. But let 
there 
be no 


change by usurpation; for, though 
this, in one Instance, may be the In- 
strument of good, it is the custom- 
ary weapon by which 
free govern- 


ments are destroyed. The precedent 
must always greatly over-balance In 
permanent evil any partial or tran- 
sient benefit which the use can at 
any time yield. 


Of all the dispositions and habits 


which lead to political prosperity, re- 


would richly repay any temporarj 
advantages which might bo lost by a 
steady adherence to it? 
Can it be 


that Providence 
has not connected 


the permanent felicity 
of a nation 


with its virtue? The experiment, at 
least, is recommended by every sen- 
timent which ennobles 
human na 


ture. Alas! is it rendered impossible 
by Its vices? 


In the execution 
of such a plan, 


nothing is more essential than tljal 
permanent. Inveterate 
antipathies 


against particular nations, and pas- 
sionate 
attachment 
for 
others 


should be cultivated. 
The nation 


which indulges towards another an 
habitual hatred or an habitual fond- 
ness is in some degree a slave. It Is 
a slave to its animosity or to Its at- 
fection, either of which Is sufficient 
to lead it astray from its duty and 
its interest. Antipathy in one na- 
tion against another disposes each 
more readily to offer Insult 
and In- 


jury, to lay hold of slight causes of 
umbrage, and to he haughty and In- 
tractable, when accidental 
or trif- 


ling occasions 
of dispute 
occur. 


Hence, frequent collisions, obstinate, 
envenomed, and bloody 
contests. 


The nation, prompted by ill-will and 
resentment, sometimes 
impels to 


war the government, contrary to the 
best calculations of policy. Tho gov- 
ernment sometimes participates In 
the national propensity, and adopts 
through passion what reason would 
reject; at other times it makes the 
animosity o£ the nation subservient 
to projects of hostility instigated by 
pride, ambition, and other sinister 
and pernicious motives. The peace 
often, sometimes perhaps the liber- 
ty, of nations has been the victim. 


So, likewise, a passionate attach 


ment of ono nation for another pro- 
duces .a variety of evils. Sympathy 
for the favorite nation, facilitating 
tho Illusion of an imaginary common 
interest in cases where no real com- 
mon Interest exists, and Infusing in- 
to one the enmities of the other, be- 
trays the former into a participation 
in tho quarrels and wars of the lat- 
ter without adequate inducement or 
justification. It leads also to conces- 
sions to the favorite nation of priv- 
ileges denied to others which is apt 
doubly to injure tho nation making 
the concessions; by 
unnecessarily 


parting with what ought 
to have 


been retained, and by exciting- Jeal- 
ousy, ill-will, and a disposition to re- 
taliate, in the parties from 
whom 


equal privileges are withheld. And it 
gives to ambitious, corrupted, or de- 
luded citizens 
(who devote them- 


selves to the favorite nation) facility 
to betray or sacrifice the Interests 
of their own country, without odium,

essentlally foreign to our concerns. 
Hence, therefore. It must be unvrlse 
In us to implicate ourselves by arti- 
ficial ties In the 
ordinary vicissi- 


tudes of her politics, or the ordinary 
combinations and collisions of her 
friendships or enmities. 


Our detached and distant situation 


invites and enables us to pursue a 
different course. 
If we remain one 


people under an efficient 
govern- 


ment, the period is not far oft" when 
wo may defy material injury from 
external annoyance; when we may 
take such an attitude 
as will cause

maxim no less applicable to public j 
than to private affairs, that honesty I 
ia always the best policy. I repeat It, 
therefore, let those engagements bfl 
observed in thoir genuine sense. But. 
In my opinion, it is unnecessary, and 
would be unwise, to extend them. 


Taking care always to keep our- 


selves by suitable establishments on 
a respectable defensive posture, wo 
may safely trust to temporary alli- 
ances lor extraordinary 
emergen- 
cies, 


Harmony, liberal intercourse with 


nil nations, aro recommended by pol- 
icy, humanity, and Interest.

Experiments Show Contag 


ious Abortion Is Good Dis- 
infectant 


Outagamie-co dairymen will be In- 


terested to know that high grade 
household lye, such as i* available 
at any grocery or drug store, is be- 
ing found an efficient disinfectant 
as an aid In the control of Bang's 
disease, commonly known aa con- 
tagious abortion, as well as a general 
disinfectant for many other farm 
uses, according to Gus Sell, county 
agent. 


Research work recently completed 


by Ernest C. McCulloch at the Wis- 
consin experiment station 
showed 


that a 0.66 per cent lye solution 
made by dissolving one 13 ounce 
can of lye In 15 gallons of water, 
when applied to the floors and walls 
of barns, effectively destroyed the 
organisms responsible for

disease. For this use It was found 
about eight times stronger than car- 
bolic acid, the cost of this solution 
being about one cent a gallon. 


It was further found that lye so- 


lutions of this strength are not in- 
jurious to the skin or mouth of ani- 
mals that small amounts of such cat- 
tle might obtain by licking the man- 
gers-or drinking cups where the so- 
lution was used, were not poisonous. 
This is considered a decided advan- 
tage and another reason why lye Is 
better for stable disinfection than 
most other commonly used 
dis- 
infectants.

infectants, lye solution leaves no ob- 
jectionable odor. In fact, a pleasant, 
clean smell Is left after its applica- 
tions. This makes It desirable for 
use in milk houses as well as In 
dairy barns to avoid the" odors of 
spoiled mfflk and keep the building 
sweet and clean at'a trifling cost.
